Growing Its O^vn Tics. 


The Pennsylvania railroad has tak- 
en up forestation as a practical prop- 
osition, and while serving its own 
purpose will give the country an in- 
teresting and valuable object lesson 
in scientific forest raising. 
It 
has 
secured 1,000 acres of land in sev- 
eral tracts, and ©iready has 1,700,- 
000 young trees growing. This spring 
an additional 550,000 trees 
have 
been plante(i. 
The company has a 
regularly appointed forester, who de- 
votes his entire time and attention to 
the trees plantations, .with authority 
to engage such help as he may need. 
A nursery is being established on one 
of the tracts and here the 
young 
trees for future planting will be start- 
ed from the seed. The trees are red 
oak, catalpa, locust, Scotch 
pine, 
and It will be from fifteen to twenty 
years before they attain a serviceable 
size for posts and ties. 
The destruc- 
tion of the forests In the territory 
tributary to the Pennsylvania lines 
and throughout the country has been 
so rapid that it is believed these for- 
ests when they come on will bring 
big returns on the investment. The 
company used 5,125,000 ties last sea- 
son and the question of supply has 
already become serious. 
In a few 
years the company will draw upon its- 
own forest for what it needs In those 
lines.
